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Introductory Note 

This pamphlet includes the latest reports of all the national and 
international Christian student movements embraced in the 
World's Student Christian Federation. The period covered is the 
year 1905. The most noteworthy event of the year was the 
Federation Conference held in Zeist, Holland, in May. These 
reports show encouraging progress in the various movements, 
especially in the promotion of Bible study. There are in all 1,864 
separate societies or unions in the Federation, and the total mem- 
bership is 113,000 students and professors.

I. American and Canadian Student Young Men's Christian 
Association 

1. There are 721 separate student organizations belonging to 
our 'movement. Of these forty-nine are in theological colleges, 
three in law colleges, sixty-one in medical and dental colleges, 
310 in university colleges, 128 in normal, technological, military, 
and naval colleges, one intercollegiate organization, and the 
remaining 169 in academies and other secondary schools. The 
total number of members is 51,267 students and professors. 

2. During the year the college section has published "College 
Men are Interested in the Bible," and "Supervision of the Stu- 
dent Christian Movement." The Student Volunteer Movement 
has published: "Religions of the Mission Field as Viewed by 
Protestant Missionaries"; "The College Woman's Opportunity," 
by Mrs. Lawrence Thurston ; "Comparative Studies in Missionary 
Biography," by^Harlan P. Beach; "Mission Study for 1905-1906.*" 
The Intercollegian, published monthly during the nine months of 
the academic year, has 3,300 regular subscribers. 

3. The following student conferences have been held during 
the year: (1) A conference in the autumn of the student secre- 
taries of the International Committee and of the Student Volun- 
teer Movement to consider the problems of the movement as a 
whole and to lay plans for the cultivation of its field. (2) A 
conference of the International, state, and provincial student 
traveling secretaries and secretaries of the Student Volunteer 
Movement to unify and make more effective the work in the col- 
leges by means of visits by secretaries. (3) Fifteen presidents' 
or leaders' conferences for states or groups of states for the 
preparation of newly elected Association presidents and other 
officers for their work of leadership. (4). Six summer and win- 
ter conferences, each lasting nine or ten days, with the following

attendance of students: For Canada and the Eastern States at 
East Northfield, Massachusetts, 645 ; for the Lake Erie region at 
Lakeside, Ohio, 256 ; for the Middle West at Lake Geneva, Wis- 
consin, 475 ; for the South at Asheville, North Carolina, 225 ; for 
California and Nevada at Pacific Grove, California, 128 ; and for 
the Pacific Northwest at Gearhart, Oregon, eighty, making a total 
of 1,809 student delegates at these conferences. 

4. The reports which have been received lead to the conclusion 
that the past year has been as fruitful as any preceding year in 
leading students to become Christians. This has been particularly 
true in the West and the South. The gfroup Bible classes have had 
an increasing share in this result. The summer conferences have 
continued to lead delegates into the Christian life and have done 
much to cause students to place greater emphasis on this as the 
chief object of the movement. Many successful evangelistic 
meetings have been held in the colleges under the leadership of 
secretaries of the movement and of professors and pastors who 
understand the viewpoint and needs of students, but as has been 
the case in preceding years the individual work of students for 
their fellow students has been the most influential cause. 

5. There has been steady advance in the wofk of promoting 
Bible study among students. The total enrolment for the year 
was 30,199. Among the most important advances may be noted 
the securing of an additional traveling secretary for Bible study, 
and the formation of an advisory committee of the Bible study 
movement composed of representative biblical scholars; the em- 
ployment of secretaries at a number of the larger universities to 
promote and direct the Bible study work; extension of Bible 
study in the student fraternities and among groups of men not 
previously reached to any large extent; and a more thorough 
training of leaders of Bible circles at the student conferences, and, 
through leaders' normal classes under a professor or other biblical 
scholar, in the individual universities and colleges. The interest 
of professors and instructors and their cooperation in leading 
Bible groups and in other ways has been enlisted in a greater

'degree than heretofore. Bible institutes to stimulate interest in 
Bible study and to help in equipping the leaders were held at over 
193 collies. 

6. The past year has been more fruitful than any that has pre- 
ceded in the development of missionary interest among the mem- 
bers of our movement. A larger number of students have become 
volunteers than in any preceding year. The number of volun- 
teers who sailed for the foreign mission field was 214, making the 
total number who have gone out since the Student Volunteer 
Movement was organized twenty years ago 2,953. The number 
enrolled in missionary study has increased to 12,629 in 1,049 
classes. More attention has been given to the study of home 
problems than in preceding years. The leaders of home and 
foreign mission study classes have been better trained through the 
summer conferences and missionary institutes. The sum of 
$83,430.32 was contributed by the colleges for home and foreign 
missions. At the beginning of the year a conference of the 
Executive Committee and secretaries of the Student Volunteer 
Movement was held to plan the year's work. Student missionary 
conferences have been held in the leading metropolitan student 
centers. State missionary and volunteer conferences have been 
held in a number of states. Summer conferences of the Young 
People's Missionary Movement have been held with increased 
attendance in the East and South and conferences of leaders in 
young people's work have also been held in large cities in different 
parts of the United States. These statements include the work 
done among both men and women students by the Student Volun- 
teer Movement. 

7. Among the other encouraging facts in connection with our 
movement the following may be mentioned: (1) There has been 
an increase in the number of both local and traveling secretaries 
giving all or the greater part of their time to the promotion of 
the work. The total number of such secretaries is now 127. 
(2) The Associations are continuing to secure buildings erected

for and specially adapted to their use. McGill University has 
completed its building costing $106,000, and the University of 
Virginia at a cost of $80,000. The building movements at the 
state universities of North Carolina, Wisconsin, Missouri, Illinois, 
and Iowa State College are nearing completion. Many other 
promising building movements have been inaugurated. (3) 
Greater attention is given by the Associations to securing the 
ablest men for the Qiristian ministry and other Christian callings 
at home. 

8. The following are among our most difficult problems, in 
addition to those mentioned in the two preceding reports, which 
still call for prayer and effort: (1) How to relate our movement 
to denominational work for students so as to avoid friction and 
duplication. (2) How to deepen the conviction of students as to 
their obligation to serve their community, the Church, and the 
State. (3) How to relate the members of our movement to defi- 
nite places of usefulness to the Church after graduation. (4) 
With the expansion of the movement so that it contains a larger 
number of students of different points of view, how to, hold the 
Associations true to the purpose of the Federation, "to lead stu- 
dents to become disciples of Jesus Christ as only Saviour and as 
God."

II. American Student Young Women's Christian Association 

1. Student organizations, 552 ; with 39,831 members.

4. The spirit of inquiry and longing for spiritual realities has 
been manifest the past year. Spiritual awakenings have been for 
the most part in the strong centers where there have been many 
students in Bible study classes, and where there have been long 
visits from traveling secretaries. The best results have come 
when there has been a large inner circle of earnest students 
meeting once each day with the secretary for prayer and sugges- 
tions for personal work, they in turn working with their fellow 
students. While a large number of students have become Chris- 
tians, they have come in small numbers from many colleges 
rather than through great awakenings in a few colleges. 

5. Many schools not having Bible classes heretofore have had 
them this year, and several of them report students having 
accepted Christ as a direct result of the Bible study. There are 
16,682 students in Bible classes. 

6. The missionary interest has deepened steadily the past year, 
due in part to the coming convention at Nashville. More of our 
secretaries have become volunteers the past year than the previous 
year and many leading students have gone to the field. A 
larger number of colleges are supporting their own missionaries 
and the interest in mission study has steadily increased. One 
encouraging feature has been a new interest and responsibility 
for the foreign students in our colleges, that they, too, may be 
included in our Christian fellowship. 

7. A more intelligent interest in the Federation has come to 
many students through the international visitation of two secre- 
taries from the British Movement. Our summer conferences 
have been more largely attended than ever and marked by great 
spiritual results. The fact that many women of ability are enter- 
ing the work as secretaries is a cause for thanksgiving, and gifts 
for the support of the work have been most encouraging. Ehiring 
the past year the work has been greatly strengthened and ad- 
vanced in our preparatory and private schools, especially in the 
East. This has come partly because of the presence of the heads 
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of these schools at our summer conferences and partly because 
we have had secretaries who could work successfully among the 
younger students. 

8. During the past year, the development of the work in many 
of our universities has been such that we are confronting a real 
difficulty in securing a sufficient number of able women who can 
enter the secretaryship in these different places. We have never 
needed so many new workers, nor found it so hard to secure those 
well qualified. The peril of prayerlessness also confronts us in 
certain places where the apparent success of the work has too 
easily satisfied the workers. There is need, also, that our women 
students shall realize their obligation to present the claims of 
Christ to their fellow students through individual work.

III. Canadian Student Young Wom^i's Christian Association 

1. There are twenty-six student organizations in our move- 
ment ; of these, eight are in universities, eleven in colleges, five in 
normal schools, one in a medical college, and one in a technical 
school. The total membership is about 1,250, or over sixty-four 
per cent, of the women students in these institutions. 

3. The summer conference at Silver Bay was attended by 
thirty-three delegates. In September student Association workers' 
conferences were held at McGill University, Montreal and at 
Queen's University, Kingston. 

4. The reports show a larger number of conversions than in 
previous years. The chief causes have been special meetings held 
during the Week of Prayer in November, evangelistic services, 
and personal work. 

5. An encouraging advance has been made in Bible study 
largely through the adoption of the group system and the realiza- 
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tion on the part of student3 of the importance of this study for 
the development of their personal spiritual life. The enrolment 
is about 800. 

6. The adoption of better methods of mission study is in- 
creasing the interest in this department. The going forth to the 
foreign field of volunteers is awakening a keener sense of 
responsibility in their fellow students. The reports from our 
foreign secretary in Japan are making very real to the Canadian 
young women their opportunity of giving to the yoimg women 
of Japan the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

7. Three new Associations have been organized. The visit 
of Miss Saunders has brought us more closely in touch with 
other student movements in the Federation. A number of the 
strongest graduates having taken training have been appointed as 
general secretaries in our city Associations. A new student 
secretary has been added to our staff of national workers. The 
increasing appreciation of professors and faculty members of the 
work of the Association is a further encouraging feature. 

8. Some of the problems concerning which we desire the 
prayers of the leaders of other movements are: (1) That every 
Association member may be enlisted in Bible study; at present 
there are about two thirds. (2) That mission study may be 
given its right place in every college, and that the number enrolled 
may be more than doubled during the next year. (3) That there 
may be a large increase in the number of conversions. (4) That 
in the lives of a much larger number of students the Watchword 
of the Student Volunteer Movement may be the controlling 
motive.

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Report of the Australasian Student Christian Union 

1. There are fifty-one separate Unions in affiliation with the 
Australasian Student Christian Union, ten in universities (which 
number includes all the universities of Australia), nine in theo- 
logical colleges, three in other colleges, and twenty-nine in 
secondary schools. The total number of members is 2,067, of 
which 890 are in our universities. 

2. The Australasian Intercollegian, the official organ of the 
movement, is published monthly. A small pamphlet entitled, "To 
the Freshman," was issued at the beginning of the year, also the 
"Report of the General Committee, 1903-1904." 

3. The annual Australian conference was held January 4-11, 
at Healesville, Victoria, when 180 delegates were present. A 
one day conference for the school Unions of Melbourne was 
held later in the year. The second schoolgirls' camp was opened 
at Healesville, Victoria, on December 15. Eighteen girls and six 
officers were present. At the first camp in New South Wales, 
which began on December 28, there were twenty-six girls and 
seven officers. 

4. The work of our movement in the past has been rather to 
strengthen and deepen the lives of students who are already 
Christians than to influence students to become Christians. The 
visible, direct results of work in this latter direction, therefore, are 
hard to estimate. 

5. There has been a steady advance in Bible study in all our 
Unions. There are upwards of 530 of the university students, 
t. e,, sixty per cent, of the membership, engaged in regular 
weekly study. This phase of our work is receiving increasing 
attention. 

6. Mission study circles have again been organized in most 
of the university colleges. Some sixteen student volunteers have 
been enrolled during the year. During the summer vacation 
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New Zealand and South Australian students have been on tour 
among the churches giving missionary addresses. 

7. The graduate branches, both in Melbourne and Sydney, 
have had a successful year. The Theological Students' Associa- 
tion of Sydney has met regularly. 

8. At present our nominal membership in the Christian Union 
includes only thirty-seven per cent, of the students available. We 
ought to get hold of the other sixty per cent. The work in our 
secondary schools is not advancing as it ought, especially in our 
higher boys' schools.

Report of the Student Christian Movement of Great Britain 
and Ireland 

1. There are fifty-six men's Christian Unions and sixty-four 
women's Christian Unions, and societies in forty-two theological 
colleges affiliated with the Student Christian Movement of Great 
Britain and Ireland. The membership of these Unions is about 
4,500, excluding members of the affiliated societies in theological 
colleges from which returns are not available. 

2. The following publications have been issued during the 
period reported upon: "Studies in the Gospel According to 
St. Mark," by Rev. H. W. Oldham; "Studies in the First Book 
of Psalms,'* by Rev. M. Spencer; "Four Elementary Studies in 
Comparative Religion," by Rev. Tissington Tatlow; "Outline 
Studies on Japan," by Rev. Tissington Tatlow; "Outline Studies 
on India," by Rev. Tissington Tatlow; "The Basis and the 
Gospel," by Rev. M. Spencer; "The Fight for Character," by 
Prof. H. C. King; "The Student Christian Movement"; "Prayer 
Cycle for the Students of the World," and "The Student Chris- 
tian Movement and Its Relation to Theological Colleges."

3. Two student conferences have been held under the direct 
auspices of our Movement ; one an officers' conference, to which 
the secretaries and presidents of Christian Unions were invited. 
This was attended by 130 students. The other was the annual 
summer conference held at Conishead Priory, Ulverston, attended 
by a total of 629 students, exclusive of speakers and guests. Of 
these students 338 were men and 291 women. This was the 
largest attendance we have ever had at a summer conference. 

In addition to these conferences, which have been directly 
organized by the Student Christian Movement Executive, several 
small conferences have been organized by groups of colleges in 
different centers. This is a feature of our work which is a 
development that has already had a marked influence on the 
progress of our work. 

4. Our Movement has, as far as we can see, been more fruitful 
than in the immediately preceding years in the work of leading 
students to faith in Jesus Christ. There has been a greater spirit 
of zeal and consecration to this end, and this spirit has issued in 
more earnest and widespread effort of both a public and private 
character, namely in a large number of missions or local confer- 
ences, primarily evangelistic in aim, and in a more general dedi- 
cation to the personal work of reaching individual friends and 
acquaintances in college. 

We attribute this : (1) To the fact that at the last two summer 
conferences there has been a far more definite recognition of the 
duty and privilege of proclaiming the Christian Gospel in the 
university life of the country. (2) To the fact that the Executive 
has made a serious attempt to take a lead in this matter. (3) To 
special missions at Oxford and Cambridge, conducted by Mr. 
Mott. (4) To the general spirit of revival in the country. (5) 
To personal work definitely undertaken in a large number of 
colleges. (6) To the valuable help which Mr. Wilder, as travel- 
ing secretary, has been able to render, owing to his many years 
of experience in student work. 

5. There has been greater insistence on Bible study as an 
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aggressive instrument, resulting in a more vigorous canvass and 
a larger enrolment in many colleges. An attempt has been made 
in many places to meet intellectual difficulties through the Bible 
circles. A more thorough treatment of Bible study methods at 
the summer conference and in individual interviews with leaders 
has proved fruitful. The total number of students who have 
been enrolled in Bible circles during the year is 3,500. 

6. This year has been marked by a considerable advance in 
missionary interest in the colleges. The number of students who 
joined the Student Volunteer Missionary Union during the year 
is 235, this being the largest total for any single year since 1896. 
With reference to missionary study there has been a steady 
progress in the women's colleges, but the work is not so satis- 
factory in the men's colleges and the problem of improving the 
quality of missionary study all around in our Movement is en- 
gaging the earnest attention of the Executive at the present time. 

The increasing number of week-end conferences dealing with 
Christian Union work has provided an opportunity for presenting 
the missionary appeal in a larger number of colleges than in pre- 
vious years. There has also been marked advance in the interest 
taken in the work of the Student Volunteer Missionary Union in 
theological colleges. Student volunteers and others have given 
an increasing amount of help in connection with the Student Mis- 
sionary Campaign among the young people's societies of the 
churches and Young Men's Christian Associations of the country. 
This help has resulted in an increased amount of missionary 
study being done outside the colleges. 

7. We have to report as encouraging facts in connection with 
our Movement: (1) The very deep spirit of Christian unity and 
fellowship in our Movement as shown especially in the summer 
conference this year, an experience of unity in Christ strong 
enough to draw together Christian students of widely different 
schools and types and separated by training and theological 
expression. (2) An advance towards the possiblity of combining 
breadth and intensity, depth and comprehensiveness, and of real- 
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izing that in Christ Himself and in Him alone is the answer to 
the prayer, "Ut omnes unum sint," possible. (3) The steadily 
deepening hold of the call to social service upon the life and ideals 
of the Movement without any lessening of emphasis upon the 
evangelistic and missionary ideals. (4) The increased interest 
in the Movement shown by theological students; the attendance 
of theological students at the summer conference was the largest 
and most representative that there has yet been. (5) The general 
advance of the Movement, its growth in numbers and influence, 
and the inclusion of a larger number of stronger and more in- 
fluential students to which we may add a special advance in the 
Movement's influence in Oxford, Cambridge, Dublin, and the 
London hospitals. The appointment of a graduate secretary, 
giving his whole time to the Christian Union at Oxford, has been 
an important step. 

8. Our Movement and its leaders need prayer, that the dif- 
ferent aspects of the work, evangelistic, missionary, social, may 
be truly unified, and that we may be guided to concentrate on the 
most important matters; that intensity may not be sacrificed to 
breadth, nor breadth to intensity, and that our unity may be a 
unity in Christ ; that theological students as a whole may be awak- 
ened to realize the great responsibilities that rest upon the Chris- 
tian Church at the present day ; that the Student Volunteer Mis- 
sionary Union may be guided in any action which should be 
taken with reference to mission boards refusing volunteers (a 
very large number have been refused) ; that the Movement may 
be guided in attempts to reach and influence those who are abso- 
lutely indifferent to the claims of Christ.

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Report of the G)llege Young Men's Christian Association of 
China, Korea, and Hongkong 

1. Thirty-seven student Associations report 1,421 active and 
685 associate members, making a total of 2,106. 

2. "Daily Studies in Gospel History," prepared by L. J. 
Davies in the Chinese mandarin language is the only new Bible 
study publication issued during the year. Second editions of 
"Daily Studies in the Life and Works of Jesus According to 
St. Mark'' and "Daily Studies in Old Testament History" have 
also been published. A pamphlet entitled, "Encouraging Signs," 
was issued in English. 

3. Three summer conferences were held: The Kiangnan 
Conference at Hangchow, in July; the Shantung Conference at 
Wei-hsien, in August; the Fukien Conference at Foochow, in 
September. At Hangchow there were ninety-eight regular dele- 
gates, besides twenty-four speakers and guests. At Wei-hsien 
there were forty-nine regular delegates and twenty-nine speakers 
and guests. The attendance at these two conferences was more 
than double the attendance of the previous year. The Fukien 
Conference was convened this year for the first time and the 
enrolment of delegates was forty. The dominant notes in these 
conferences were prayer for spiritual awakening in the colleges 
in China, and consecration to the task of China's evangelization. 

4. The number of student conversions during the year, result- 
ing in full communicant membership, was 251. The increase last 
year was fifty per cent, over that of the year before ; this year it 
is still forty per cent, higher. An unusual spirit of prayer for a 
revival has characterized not a few of the Associations and was a 
prominent feature of the summer conferences. Marked spiritual 
awakenings have taken place in Soochow University, Foochow 
College, and Foochow Anglo-Chinese Colleges, resulting in large 
numbers of conversions, which, owing to their occurring late in 
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the autumn, are not included in the figures given above. The 
tide is truly rising ; greater things are yet to come. 

5. One hundred and nineteen Bible classes have a total average 
of 1,038 men. It has been decided to set aside one man to serve as 
Bible study secretary, with a view to increasing the amount of 
suitable helps to Bible study, planning for Bible institutes, and 
strengthening the Bible study department in the summer schools. 
More Bible study literature has been sold during the year to the 
Associations than ever before. A Bible institute was held in 
Tientsin. 

6. The thirty-seven Associations reporting hold eighty mis- 
sionary meetings per month. They sent out an average of 243 
men every week to evangelistic work in city and country. One 
Association sends out a band of thirty or forty men every Sunday 
into the streets of a provincial capital to reach the large number 
of modem government students who are idle on that day. From 
two to three hundred wide-awake young men give an attentive 
hearing at these open-air meetings. For prosecuting their evan- 
gelistic work the student Associations contributed during the 
year $249.70 (Mex.). There are now in Associations 167 young 
men who have declared it to be their purpose to give their lives 
to the preaching of the Gospel. Of last year's graduates fifty- 
four are already actively engaged in evangelistic work. 

7. Six new secretaries from England, United States, and 
Canada have been added for the student work. While their ener- 
gies must for the first two years at least be given mainly to the 
task of acquiring a command of the Chinese language, it is a great 
step in advance to have them actually on the field. Prof. H. L. 
Zia has accepted a place on the secretarial force of the General 
Committee, and will serve as editor of China's Young Men. The 
Chinese edition of this paper, in its enlarged form, will be en- 
tirely under his editorial management. Professor Zia brings to 
his new post rare gifts of mind and heart, and his proficiency in 
both Western and Chinese scholarship insure him an influential 
hearing among his educated fellow countrymen. The sum of 
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£3,000 has been secured toward the erection of an Association 
building for Queen's College, Hongkong. The 1,300 young men 
in this government college afford one of the most accessible, needy 
and hopeful fields for Association effort in the Far East. Two 
representatives of the General Committee have just been sent 
from Shanghai to Tokyo to make a special study of the needs of 
the 8,000 Chinese students in Japan, and plans have been made 
for inaugurating a work in their behalf. 

8. In the literati field our problem has shifted. A year ago it 
was the problem of reaching a million individual students study- 
ing separately in all parts of the Empire in preparation for the 
triennial examinations. In September an Imperial Edict did 
away with this old examination system in toto and commanded 
the establishment of modern educational institutions everywhere. 
This is rapidly assembling into groups the men we want to reach. 
But the attitude of the government is such that they are less 
accessible.

Reports of the Student Christian Movements of Belgium, France, 
Holland, and Switzerland 

L Belgium'*' 

1. We still have no separate student organizations, etc., in any 
of our universities ; the number of students interested in the move- 
ment is about the same as last year, namely, twenty-five. 

2. We have not published any pamphlets or leaflets. 

3. One conference was held at Brussels, March 19 and 20, 
with twenty-two delegates. 

4. A new impulse was given by Mr. J. Rambaud's lecturing

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tour through Belgium in March, 1904, but it was and still is very 
difficult to follow it up in this almost entirely Roman Catholic 
country, where earnest Christian workers are already engaged in 
general evangelizing work. 

5. I have not heard of any Bible classes in our movement. 

6. There is nothing to be said about missionary interest. 

7. Two young students came to me for information about the 
movement, and were accordingly directed to the small groups 
existing in their respective universities. 

8. We earnestly desire and ask for your prayers, that the 
students should take the work into their own hands.

II. France 

1. We have in our Federation thirteen Associations, three in 
Paris, two in Nancy, two in Montpellier, and one each in Lille, 
Montauban, Marseilles, Nimes, Aix, and Bordeaux. The asso- 
ciation of collegians (Nancy, Montpellier, Nimes, Marseilles) 
ought to be calculated in this number. We have also two asso- 
ciations (Lyon and Rennes), and one association of collegians 
(Lyon), which are not in our Federation, but with which we 
have relations. We hope that they shall be with us soon. The 
total membership is 400. 

2. We have monthly during the school time (November- 
July) our Semeur. We have had very many new subscribers in 
the last year and 900 copies are sent every month. The report of 
our conference in Montauban has been printed. 

3. We have had last year many conferences, two regional and 
local conferences in Lille and Pfeiris (total membership, thirty- 
five and twenty), a national conference in Montauban (total 
membership, eighty). At the end of February we are going to 
have a regional conference in Marseilles. 

4. I should make to this question the same answer as in the 
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last years. I had this year two or three such experiences which 
showed me how, in an often unexpected manner, our Associa- 
tions have had a very great influence on two or three students, 
especially Catholic students or irreligious students. I have also 
the impression that our best friends who have been working — 
some of them many years— do understand our work better. The 
growing success of our subscription to cover our expenses is a 
proof not to be forgotten. We understand better what we mean 
to do when we intend to conduct students to Christ. 

5. The study of the Bible has been this year considered with 
more earnestness in two or three of our Associations. The new 
secretary of the Paris Association has been conducting Bible 
studies regularly during the winter, with the aid of several pas- 
tors. This work has met with encouraging results. In Lille, a 
very interesting effort is being made. Three or four students 
come together every fortnight on Sunday and are studying the 
life and work of Christ. I have this year discovered that it is not 
so impossible as I thought to have prayer meetings, but one must 
be careful to avoid the slightest appearance of an ordinary 
divine service. I have spent wonderful moments in prayer with 
two or three students in a student's room, and I think that in 
this way we shall have more success than in the past. 

6. Our conference in Montauban has had the great advantage 
to set firmly on our program a definite action for missions. 
Since November we have a commission in our Federation that 
seeks to awaken missionary interest. In every Association a call 
was read, and many addresses g^ven on missionary subjects. 
We intend to g^ve to our missionary effort a special object which 
will interest students, the founding of a college, for instance. 

7. As has been said, we feel more anxious about our work. 
We have engaged in a fight against immorality, and in the 
southern Associations we are to have in February many addresses, 
which a doctor, M. Good, will give in different places. In every 
Association we are trying to fight, and we have many encourage- 
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ments. We do not forget the schoolboys, among whom im- 
morality is also very great on account of our "intemats." The 
Associations for schoolboys are growing and I hope very much 
for them.

IIL Holland 

1. There are nine separate organizations with a total mem- 
bership of 300. Besides these present members we have seventy 
former membe^^s who keep in contact with our Union. 

2. Besides the weekly paper, Eltheto (750 subscribers), and 
the paper for boys, Camp Newspaper, there has been published a 
Dutch report of the Zeist Conference. 

3. The tenth summer conference was held at Laren in Septem- 
ber, with an attendance of 150 students and six foreign delegates. 

4. There has been an advance, especially since the Zeist Con- 
ference, which has made a deep impression upon all members of 
our Union who were present. Our tenth summer conference also 
was one of the best we ever had. 

5. Some progress has been made in Bible study in all our 
organizations. More students have become leaders of Bible 
classes, some of which are attended by boys who were in our 
camps. We have no correct report of the number of students 
who attended Bible circles. 

6. At our last summer conference there was certainly an in- 
creased interest in the missions for our colonies. The member- 
ship of our student missionary union is increasing, and as the 
former members of our Union go to the mission fields, the interest 
in missionary work will grow among the students at home. 

7. Our work for boys and girls has been greatly blessed this 
year. There is more interest than ever in the work of the 
World's Federation^ Our former members have been brought in 
better contact with the Union. 
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8. We need much more feeling of responsibility in regard to 
the religious needs of our fellow students, more activity among 
the members, and above all more love,

IV. SwitzeHand 

1. We have in our six university towns groups of friends not 
very definitely organized. It is therefore impossible to give an 
exact figure. It seems to me, however, that the students who 
take an active part in our work are more numerous than last 
year. There are besides at Bale and Zurich, Verein Christlicher 
Studenten each numbering twelve members. 

2. Publications in French : "Report of the Sainte-Croix Con- 
ference, 190y ; "Psychology of Forgiveness and the Cross," by 
Prof. G. Frommel; "Music and Ethics," by Prof. Aug. Laufer; 
"Results of 'Libre-pensee,' Anarchy, and Catholicism Among 
Young People in France," by Th. Geisendorf. In German: 
"Report of the Aarau Conference, 1905." French Switzerland 
has always its share in the publication of Le Semeur, and the 
Verein Christlicher Studenten of Zurich has continued to publish 
its Lose Blatter, 

3. In French Switzerland two conferences, one in the spring, 
more especially designed for men who are directly interested in 
our work, with between thirty and forty delegates; the other at 
Sainte-Croix, in September, with thirty students and thirty pro- 
fessors and speakers. At the conference of German Switzerland 
at Aarau (March, 1905) met together ninety students and twenty 
professors and speakers. The "collogue" for schoolboys (May, 
1905), and the two holiday camps, have had great success. 

4. It is impossible to say. We have no basis of membership 
which would enable us to judge of it ; and Swiss students do not 
speak willingly of their inner experiences. I have the impression 
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that, speaking generally, they are interested in religious questions ; 
and we try in our conferences and during the term to present the 
true Gospel to them. We see few results ; we sow, trusting that 
"God will give the increase." 

5. Grerman Switzerland does more than French Switzerland 
in Bible study ; but, in general, one cannot speak of progress. We 
have three or four groups in Grerman Switzerland, and one in 
French Switzerland, each following a different method. We are 
still groping in this part of our work. 

6. Both at Aarau and at Sainte-Croix a special session was 
g^ven to missions. Besides this a Schweiterischer Studenten Mis- 
sionsbund has been formed among about ten students of German 
and French Switzerland, all future missionaries. But we need 
more of the Federation spirit and a strong missionary revival. 

7. Our conferences have given us a strong feeling of cohesion 
and unity. The work for schoolboys in French Switzerland 
appears especially blessed. Further it seems that since autumn 
students have showed a stronger feeling of responsibility. Per- 
sonal work has much developed and it seems that we are at least 
on the point of entering into contact with. the many foreign stu- 
dents in our universities. 

8. German Switzerland feels its lack of enthusiasm and of feel- 
ing of cohesion. What we want, especially in French Switzerland, 
is, in my opinion, more continuity in the work. Every year, at 
Sainte-Croix we have an impression that we have made mistakes 
and that we must "begin again." Ask God to give our work 
more stability. We need also men capable of exercising a strong 
religious influence on the students. Pray that God may direct 
us, especially in the choice of our permanent general secretary, 
and that His spirit may breathe on us in power.

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Report of the German Christian Students* Alliance 

1. We have twenty-four separate unions with about 350 stu- 
dent members in twenty- four universities and high schools. These 
unions form the German Christian Students' Alliance (Deutsche 
Christliche Studenten-Vereinigung). When the members of this 
Alliance leave the university, most of them enter an affiliated 
organization called Alt-Freunde-Verband der Deutsche Christ- 
liche Studenten-Vereinigung (abbreviated, A. F. V.). The aim 
of this organization, which has about 400 members, is to deepen 
the spiritual life of the former members of the Deutsche Christ- 
liche Studenten-Vereinigung^ to help the Deutsche Christliche 
Studenten-Vereinigung by prayer, financial support, and practical 
cooperation, and to promote Christian work among the educated 
classes of our people. It is represented in the General Committee 
of the Deutsche Christliche Studenten-Vereinigung. Affiliated 
with the Deutsche Christliche Studenten-Vereinigung and repre- 
sented in its General Committee is also the Student Volunteer 
Movement (Studentenbund fiir Mission), most members of which 
belong to the Deutsche Christliche Studenten-Vereinigung or the 
Alt-Freunde-Verband. The Studentenbund fiir Mission has at 
present about 100 members (sailed and hindered volunteers in- 
cluded). 

Besides the German Christian Students' Alliance and its affili- 
ated organizations there exists in Germany a Christian union of 
students of lower technical schools (Deutscher Christlicher 
Techniker-Bund), and a separate Christian work among pupils of 
schools preparatory to university and high school studies (Schiiler- 
Bibelkrauzchen ) . 

Finally, the work among women students must be referred to in 
order to give a comprehensive view of the student movement in 
Germany. As far as I know there exist six separate organizations 
with about fifty members (Deutsche Christliche Vereinigung 
Studierender Frauen). 
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2. The Student Volunteer Movement published three pam- 
phlets (two Lose Hefte, one outline for missionary study) and the 
report of the Halle Conference. The Deutsche Christliche Studen- 
ten-Vereinigung only published the Mitteilungen (eight numbers), 
while two booklets by Mr. L. von Gerdtell and one address by 
Karl Heim were published by different publishers, but have been 
widely circulated among our students. 

3. There have been held in April the third conference of the 
Studentenbund fiir Mission in Halle a. S., and in August the 
fifteenth conference of the Deutsche Christliche Studenten- 
Vereinigung at Wemigerode. Each conference was attended by 
about 250 delegates. Besides these general conferences several 
local conferences have been held in the holidays. 

4. Our movement, we dare say, has been more fruitful than 
in the preceding year in influencing students to become Chris- 
tians. Some of the causes are the influence of the universal 
awakening and a spirit of prayer and unity in our unions. There 
were less theoretical discussions than in the preceding years. 

5. All members of our Alliance are members of Bible classes, 
as Bible study is the main feature of our work. 

6. Six students became members of our Studentenbund fiir 
Mission, and about as many sailed during this year. The Halle 
Conference was the best student missionary conference ever held 
in Germany. Missionary interest and missionary study are 
steadily increasing among the members of our unions. 

7. A very remarkable and encouraging fact, besides our regu- 
lar student work, is the work of Mr. von Gerdtell, a member of 
our Alt-Freunde-Verband. Mr. von Gerdtell is not a secretary of 
our Alliance, but gives all his time to evangelistic and apologetic 
work among students. He is supported by a free committee and 
is sincerely endeavoring to work in harmony with our movement. 

8. Some universities and high schools are not yet reached by 
our movement. In many places our unions are very small. 
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Among our members there is lack of evangelistic spirit and of self- 
surrender, therefore the influence of our work on the student 
world is by far not so deep as we want it to be.

Reports of the Student Christian Movements of India and Ceylon 
I. Student Young Men's Christian AssociatioQ of India* 

1. The total membership of the thirty-four student Associa- 
tions is 2,356. This is a decrease in the number of Associations, 
but an increase in the membership, indicating intensive rather than 
extensive development. 

2. A book of studies in I. Corinthians, by J. Lovell Murray, 
M. A., was published in continuation of the plan to provide a 
series of studies of the epistles. Three pamphlets by J. N. 
Farquhar have been prepared and circulated by the Christian 
Literature Society, entitled, "The Future of Christianity in India," 
"The Age and Origin of the Gita," and "Permanent Lessons of 
the Gita." These have had an enormous circulation among edu- 
cated men throughout the Empire. 

3. Three student camps were held during the year, at Amritsar 
for the Punjab, at Agiarpara for Bengal, and at Calicut for the 
Malabar District, with a total attendance of over 100. Many 
students attended the National Convention which was held at 
Bangalore at the end of the year. Much attention was paid to the 
problems of the student work, and a strong impetus was given to 
the Student Volunteer Movement. 

4. Reports of conversions have been received from only five 
Associations ; these report an aggregate of twenty-six conversions.

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6. There has been no appreciable increase in the number of 
students enrolled in Bible study during the year. Six hundred 
and sixty-one men have been attendants in student Association 
classes. 

6. The claims of missionary work have been presented with 
great vividness at the various student gatherings during the year. 
There are evidences that a larger number of educated men are 
considering the claims of Christian work. 

8. Two essentials as> yet unachieved are the training of vol- 
unteer workers and the securing of Indian secretaries. Not 
until the leaders of our movement realize the vital importance 
of these two elements in our work will the Indian movement 
become really strong.

II. The Student Young Women's Chiistian Association of India 

1. The total number of separate student organizations be- 
longing to our movement is thirty-two. The total number of 
members is 962. 

2. Our movement has not yet published any pamphlets or 
leaflets. We are endeavoring to secure some one to prepare some 
suitable Bible text-books for use in the schools and colleges. Our 
organ of communication with branches is the Young Women of 
India, the general magazine of the Yoimg Women's Christian 
Association, in which we have two pages set aside for our use. 

3. One student conference only has been held during the year, 
namely, a small one for Urdu-speaking students at Rawal Pindi. 
Thirty-five students attended it, but neither the place nor the time 
suited the majority of students in North India, and it is hoped 
that a larger conference will be possible at the end of this year 
(1906). 

4. It has not been possible to go carefully into the question 
whether this past year has been as fruitful as former ones in 
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influencing students to become Christians, partly because no trav- 
eling secretary has been able to visit the branches except in two 
or three instances, and so systematic inquiry and comparison have 
not been made. It is, however, safe to say that this has probably 
been the best year in the history of our movement, since in two 
large centers, Calcutta and Madras, a worker has been giving her 
whole time to the work, and the results have been most en- 
couraging. 

5. The Bible study carried on during the year has been strong 
in some centers at least. Practically all our members are in 
classes for Bible study, but there remains yet much to be done in 
the direction of educating them to study privately and individ- 
ually. There is still too much tendency to allow the class leader 
to do all the work. Some text-books are already in use, which 
are helping to remedy this by suggesting lines for daily study, but 
we need others, and those prepared in England and elsewhere are 
somewhat beyond the present capacity of the girls here. 

6. Only a few of our year's reports from branches have yet 
come in, but some interesting facts appear in those that have 
already come with regard to missionary interest among our stu- 
dents. One branch in an Urdu normal school, where the students 
are far from wealthy, collected Rs. 100 during the year, and sent 
donations from this sum to the Leper Mission, a blind school, the 
Kangra Valley Mission, and towards the support of a Bible 
woman. From another branch in a Hindi-speaking boarding 
school Rs. 15 have been sent to a leper asylum, besides an equal 
sum to the Young Women's Christian Association Jubilee Fund, 
which is to be devoted to the training of Young Women's Chris- 
tian Association workers in India. Many of the branches have 
regular missionary meetings, some of them weekly or fortnightly, 
and some less frequently. It has always been the aim of our 
movement to promote missionary interest most earnestly among 
our members. A number of them are now teachers in mission 
schools and some at least are working under mission boards as 
regular members of their staff, but accurate numbers are not to 
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hand. As yet, systematic study has not been successfully de- 
veloped among them except in two or three instances. 

7. An interesting event of 1905 has been the formation of a 
Women's Home Missionary Society of India, which, though not 
among students specially, partly owes its origin to impulses re- 
ceived at the camps which have been held, and may as time goes 
on be a strong factor in calling out the missionary-spirited among 
the students into distinct missionary service. The society is small 
as yet, but as it grows its purpose is to bring the call to service to 
Eurasian and English women living in India, and to help in 
training them and as far as possible in supporting them when 
necessary, but it is hoped that many women may become voluntary 
workers while still living in their own homes. 

8. We should like prayer : (1) That some really strong leaders 
may be developed among both the Eurasian and the Indian 
women students, so that they themselves may take more responsi- 
bility for the work. (2) That a suitable student worker may be 
sent out for the work in Northern India, where the need of de- 
veloping it is pressing. (3) That there may be stronger individual 
Bible study done by the students this coming year.

III. Intercollegiate Young Men's Christian Association ot Ceylon 

1. Six Associations ; membership nearly 400. 

2. Young Men of Ceylon; general magazine. 

3. None. 

4. In the Jaffna College, Bible study and personal work have 
won some students to Jesus Christ. During the year two became 
Christians and joined the church, and a third joined the church, 
having been a Christian for two or three years. These meager 
results are due to the personal work of some of the Young Men's 
Christian Association boys. Many more are fully convinced, but 
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will not take a stand for fear of family persecution. There was 
no decided evangelistic effort during the year. 

5. Bible classes have been organized in Wesley and City Col- 
leges, Colombo. About fifty students are attending classes. 

At Jaifna College plans have been matured for conducting the 
B. A. Bible class during 1906 with student leaders. There has 
been an increase in the number of men who keep the Morning 
Watch. Forty men now pray and read their Bibles every day. 
There have been sixty-one different men attending voluntary Bible 
classes during the year with an average attendance of forty-three. 
In addition, every man in school is required to attend the daily 
Bible classes conducted by the teachers as part of the curriculum. 

6. Mr. Fraser of Trinity College, Kandy, tells me that two 
students, sons of Kandyan chiefs, are oflfering themselves for 
Christian work among the people of Ceylon. These students are 
well educated, and, no doubt, will be able to do valuable work, 
under the new National Missionary Movement just organized. 
Next Easter a band of Trinity College students is going out on 
an evangelistic tour. Mr. Fraser is to accompany them and han- 
dle the lantern for the slides. The preaching will be in 
Singhalese. 

Jaffna College raised $8 for foreign missions, supported two 
Christian workers, and educated two children. They also did 
some evangelistic work in the villages near the college. A class 
of eight are taking up Kellogg's "Handbook of Comparative 
Religions" as a preparation for Christian service. The Associa- 
tion contributed from April to December five rupees per month 
for the support of a teacher at Tondi, in South India, the "For- 
eign Mission" station conducted by the Jaffna Students' Mission. 

7. The organization of an Association in Wesley College is a 
fact of encouragement. Prospects are bright for organizing in 
two or three other colleges this year. 

Twenty-three active members of the Association at Jaffna Col- 
lege go out each Sunday during the school year, to teach in the 
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Sunday schools of the neighboring villages under the supervision 
of the Sunday school committee. In this way about 700 children 
are taught each Sunday. These children gave two and one-half 
rupees for charity. An annual celebration is held in which all the 
schools join, thirty to forty rupees being spent by the committee 
for prizes in singing and Scripture knowledge. The most signifi- 
cant fact in connection with this committee is the starting of a 
Sunday school class for low caste children, taught by a high caste 
B. A. student. The class began with four or five children, and 
these were literally picked up in the highways and hedges. Now 
prejudice is being overcome and twenty to twenty-five come to 
the church each Sunday. 

8. For lack of supervision the work in Colombo and else- 
where has suffered. Without the active sympathy and assistance 
of principals and general secretary the organizations seem to 
make little or no progress. In fact, some deteriorate in usefulness. 
Pray that we may have divine wisdom and guidance in the stu- 
dent work and in the organization of new Associations ; that the 
way may soon be opened up for a new secretary for Ceylon, so 
that this great work may have more supervision and become a 
greater factor in Ceylon for winning young men to Christ. To 
get boys to act upon their convictions, especially boys from Hindu 
homes, where they will have persecution, perhaps total rejection — 
this is a grave problem.

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Report of the Studrat Young M»*s Christian Association 

of Japan 

1. The number of organizations is fifty-seven and of members 
1,662. 

2. We have published the following pamphlets and leaflets in 
Japanese : "What a Young Man Ought to Know," by Dr. Stall ; 
"Health, Strength and Power," by Dudley Sargent, M. D. ; 
"Soldiers and Christianity," by Rev. H. Shimanuki ; "The Being 
of God," by Rev. S. Arima ; "On life and Death," by Rev. H. 
Otani; "What is Faith?" by Rev. F. Matsunaga; "The Gospel of 
Peace," by Shinjinsha; "Advice to Returning Soldiers," by Secre- 
tary S. Otsuka. In English and Japanese combined : "The Fight 
for Character," by President H. C. King ; "The Prince of Peace," 
by the Hon. W. J. Bryan. 

3. The following conferences have been held : General Secre- 
taries' Conference, attendance, nine ; Eastern District Conference, 
forty-eight; Southern District Conference, thirty-three; Western 
District Conference, forty-six; Summer Conference, 304. 

4. The past year has seemed to us more fruitful than the pre- 
ceding in the movement of students toward Christ. This is partly 
due to these reasons : The deepening of the religious longing due 
to the solemnizing influence of the loss and sacrifice and death 
incident to the war ; the favor won for Christianity by the success 
of the Young Men's Christian Association work among soldiers 
in Manchuria; the splendid influence of several Association 
teachers and of the summer conference ; the increased opportunity 
for addresses in schools by Association representatives. 

5. The only distinct advance in Bible study during the past 
year has been in the successes met by the Association teachers of 
English. There has been a phenomenal sale for copies of the 
Gospels and New Testament, but the enrolment of classes as a 
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whole has not perceptibly increased. The total average attendance 
has been over 850. 

6. The study of foreign missions as such has made no head- 
way among Japanese students, but the obligation of Japanese 
Oiristians toward Korea and China has sunk much deeper into 
their hearts during the past year. They still feel that the task of 
the Church in Japan has but barely begun, but the appeal of their 
even less Christian neighbors is stirring many hearts. This is 
finding expression in the volunteering of a few men to go as 
teachers to Chinese colleges. The responsibility of the Church 
toward Korea is constantly reiterated by young men as well as by 
pastors in nearly every pulpit in the land. The appeals from 
India have also impressed strong students. Out of it all, we pray 
that there may arise a great foreign missionary enterprise. The 
League of Student Volunteers, in Japan, composed of younger 
missionaries, has continued its quiet work. The Day of Prayer, 
for the increase of Christian workers, was well observed, espe- 
cially among women students. 

7. The year has been one of unusual encouragement. The 
summer conference was the most effective we have had for many 
years. It demonstrated that divergent theological views could be 
sunk and Christ could be exalted and the Holy Spirit given full 
sway in the lives of men if only they were prayerful and receptive. 
The 25th of July, near the close of the conference, witnessed a 
remarkable meeting of confession and prayer, when doubt became 
impossible and belief was confirmed by the manifest power of the 
Holy Spirit. The organization of Associations in Kyoto Uni- 
versity and in the Fukuoka Medical University has encouraged us. 
There has been an xmusual willingness to allow Association secre- 
taries to speak before the student body of government schools. 
Much less is heard about the conflict of science and religion, or 
about the superfluousness of any religion for educated men. 
There is a spirit of inquiry and open-mindedness everywhere. 
The securing of Prof. E. Kashiwai as national Bible and editorial 
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secretary gives us great hope that these departments will rapidly 
come to fill the almost limitless field awaiting them. The mar- 
velous work among soldiers, while not connected particularly with 
the student department, has reacted upon that as it has upon the 
whole nation, demonstrating the power of well-directed enthusi- 
asm, the adaptability of Association methods and the dependence 
of the Church upon us for such undertakings. The Emperor's 
gift of YlOjOOO to our army work sets the seal of Imperial ap- 
proval upon Christianity, and thus helps to remove the obstacles 
to the extension of the Kingdom. 

8. Problems. (1) The very successes of the past year have 
created unusual problems. We are anxious to conserve and use to 
the full the advantages gained by the army work ; especially do we 
pray that the churches may follow up the impressions made upon 
the 600,000 soldiers in Manchuria. (2) The Federation Confer- 
ence in 1907 will call for elaborate preparation, but we especially 
pray that it may be the means of ushering in a national awakening. 
To this, end the evangelistic campaigns accompanying the Confer- 
ence will need to be thoroughly organized and constantly remem- 
bered in prayer. (3) Turning the attention of Japanese students 
toward neighboring peoples and also toward the neglected classes 
and sections of Japan itself. (4) The powerful presentation of 
the ministry to well-educated men. (5) The development of a 
financial constituency for the National Union and the securing of 
gifts for dormitory buildings for student Associations. (6) The 
Bible Study Department. Thorough and adequate courses of 
Bible study should be arranged by the new Bible study secretary. 
Our courses have cleared the way for something of permanent 
value, and there is nothing yet in Japanese that fills the need. We 
have a chance to take the lead in Bible study for the whole 
Church.

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Reports of the Scandinavian University Qiristian Movement 

I. Denmark 

1. There are four student organizations, with a total num- 
ber of members of about 600, of whom about 300 have finished 
their studies. 

2. Christmas Book and monthly paper, Sursum Corda. 

3. A smaller meeting was held and attended by about twenty- 
five students, and a summer conference in July at Bogo, with an 
attendance of 125. 

4. The summer conference was a g^eat success and very prom- 
ising for our movement, but towards the end of the year the work 
has rather been at a standstill. What we lack is something or 
somebody that could unite our members. 

5. A committee appointed for the promoting of Bible study has 
succeeded in reviving the old Bible circles and in organizing some 
new ones. We now have fifteen circles of men, with a member- 
ship of about 100 (half of whom are theologians), and three to 
four circles of women students with about thirty members. 

6. Two members, one of whom. Pastor K. Heiberg, has for 
several years been a student worker, have left for the mission 
field. The attendance at the monthly meetings of the Student 
Missionary Circle (Missions Kredsen) is increasing, and there is 
a growing interest in missionary literature. 

7. The number of women students in connection with our 
movement has been greater thi^ year and the meetings for school- 
boys have been well attended. 

8. That each member may be faithful in his daily work.

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II. Finland 

1. Our student Christian Associations are three in number, 
the same as 1904. Their membership amounts to 135. Many of 
the members also belong to the Yoimg Men's Christian Associ- 
ation or the Evangelical Lutheran Young Men's Society. 

2. During the year nothing has been published. 

3. The fourth Finnish Students' Christian Conference, at- 
tended by about 100 students, was held June 26 to 30 in Jakobstad. 

4. Our work has been blessed in a similar way as last year. 
Many young students were converted at the meeting in Jakobstad. 
The means of accomplishing this was in the first hand Mr. Robert 
P. Wilder, who contributed towards the program for the meeting 
with several addresses. Our meetings during the winter for fresh- 
men have also led to the conversion of at least a few. 

5. The Bible study has been carried on according to the same 
plan as in previous years. The Bible circles have been attended 
by fifty-eight men and sixty-three women students, twenty-five of 
whom were so-called guests. 

6. The work for missions has been carried on as before; be- 
sides the regular meetings of the Student Volunteer Union, some 
public meetings for presenting the missionary cause have been 
held. 

7. Our work has been made easy, to a large extent, by the fact 
that we have had at our disposal rooms centrally situated. These 
rooms have hardly been empty one day during the autumn term. 
Several of the Bible circles have met in the rooms. The means 
toward the rent have been raised by a bazaar, at which were sold 
works which the women students had made at their special 
meetings. 

8. We need more spiritual power in our work. There is not 
sufficient earnest zeal for the salvation of souls, and in conse- 
quence the missionary interest is not as keen as it should be and 
the personal work among our fellow students is not carried on 
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efficiently. Especially in this regard, we need the intercession of 
other movements. We also have felt the need, for a long time, of 
having the visit of some one of the leading men in the student 
movement

III. Norway 

1. There is only one student organization (N. S. K. F.), with 
two subdivisions of a more or less independent character (Krin- 
delige studenters Kristelige Forening, and Akadeniiske Frivilliges 
Missionsforening), the latter of which has had only one member. 
The total number is nearly a hundred. 

2. A handbook for students has been published as in previous 
years. Besides this an edition of 100 copies of a prayer cycle for 
the N. S. K. F. has been printed and circulated. 

3. No students' meeting has been held. 

4. The Association has remained almost unchanged in member- 
ship. The inner life has not been particularly strong lately. Our 
efforts during the autumn term have been used chiefly in intensi- 
fying the spiritual life and the solidarity inside the Association 
rather than in extending the influence among outsiders. These 
efforts have been successful to some extent, which inspires hope 
for the future. 

5. The Bible study among the members has made progress. 
During the last term, fifty-four students have taken part in Bible 
circles, as compared with twenty-eight in the spring term. 

6. The Mission Study Circle has been better attended lately. 
It has chiefly occupied itself with the study of Mr. Mott's last 
book.

7. Two have joined the Volunteer Union as guests. 

8. Our greatest difficulty is that of arranging the program of 
meetings so as to bring out the central religious truths and at the 
same time to attract outsiders. We need men who besides 
religious intensity have the authority of experience and personality. 
We need the sympathy of older men to supplement the personal 
initiative of the younger ones.

IV. Sweden 

1. The Student Christian Association of Uppsala reports 125 
members, the Lund Association sixty-three, and the one in Stock- 
holm twenty-five. 

2. The Uppsala Association has published a pamphlet by Mrs. 
Maj Lagerheim-Bjorck on the Norwegian Mission in Madagascar 
(Den Norska Madagaskar Missionen). The Lund Association 
has published, through Mr. C. A. Hallstrom, a monthly paper 
called Uppat as an organ of Qiristian work among schoolboys. 

3. The first Swedish Students' Qiristian Conference at Bjarka- 
Saby, June 13 to 18, was attended by 120 students, twenty of 
whom were women. This meeting was fruitful in spiritual results, 
partly owing to the cooperation of Mr. Robert P. Wilder and 
Miss Ruth Rouse. Fraternal delegates from Denmark, Finland, 
and Norway, as well as Presidents Honda and Ibuka of Japan, 
were present. 

4. The reports from Uppsala and Lund answer the question 
in the affirmative, attributing the results, as far as Uppsala is 
concerned, to the summer conference and to the academic ser- 
vices, and as regards Lund, to the work among the schoolboys, 
which is bearing fruit after they have become students. Stock- 
holm answers in the negative, saying that they feel inadequate to 
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the task of reaching outsiders, which points to the need of becom- 
ing better students and better Christians. 

5. The answer from Uppsala is : "We are still behindhand in 
Bible study among the men students. There have been no Bible 
circles besides the general conversational Bible classes, in the so- 
called Lordagsf oreningen. Among the women students three Bible 
circles with twenty-one members have been held, and in a fourth, 
numbering five members, Professor Sabbatier's 'Philosophy of Re- 
ligion' has been studied. A daily Bible study plan (Program for 
dagligt bibelstudium) for February, 1905-06, has been published 
and distributed in Uppsala." Lund gives no answer. Stockholm 
reports that in the spring term the Bible study has been conducted 
according to Olf. Ricard's "Vejledning til dagligt Selvstudium of 
Jesu Kristi Liv efter de Fire Evarigelier." In the autumn term 
we have studied biblical persons. The Bible classes have been 
attended by from twelve to fifteen members, on an average. 

6. From the Uppsala Association, two volunteers have sailed 
during the year and three new members have joined the Volunteer 
Missionary Union. The mission study class has been well at- 
tended in the autumn term, during which the subject has been the 
Swedish missions according to the handbook published last year 
(see that report). An especial mission study class has been 
formed among the women students, numbering eight members. 
Financial support has been given to a college in Pudukotei, India, 
Some students have tried to promote missionary interest among 
non-students. The fusing of Adveniat Regnum Tuum with the 
Excelsior seems to be an advantage in so far that the mission 
cause is brought under the notice of a larger number of students. 
Lund reports a weekly class with an average attendance of twenty 
to twenty-five, which seems to attract much interest. 

7. The answer from Uppsala is : "We sometimes dare to hope 
that our Association begins to be real power in the student world. 
Among encouraging events should be mentioned three lectures 
on the purity question held in the university at the initiative of the 
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Association, in order to counteract the lax teaching in these things 
which has been found. Another encouraging fact is that the 
prayer meetings, which were beg^n in the autumn of 1904, dur- 
ing Mr. Wilder's visit, have been kept up the whole of this year, 
in the spring every day, in the autumn every other day. The 
work among schoolboys has developed so far that a school- 
boys' Christian Association has been formed (Uppsala Kristliga 
gymnasist-forbund) during the autumn.'* Lund says, "As en- 
couraging facts may be mentioned a deeper view of the whole 
work and increased interest in the work among schoolboys." 
Stockholm answers, "The most encouraging feature in our Asso- 
ciation is that which still keeps it together and which once led to 
its formation, namely, the fact that there are a number of students 
who feel the need of coming together to study the Word of God 
and to pray for themselves and their fellow students." 

8. Uppsala : "There are two things which we need above all : 
Bible study, of which we now have next to nothing, and prayer. 
Undoubtedly there are many among us who do not really know 
and understand what prayer is and what it should be, and who, 
therefore, do not use it as intensely and extensively as we ought 
to for the increasing of our own strength and the coming of the 
Kingdom of God. This is also why we so littie understand the 
Universal Day of Prayer for students, that the meeting on that 
day was attended by only ten or fifteen." Stockholm : "We need 
a leader in our Association."

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Report of the Students* Christian Association of South Africa* 

1. There are ninety-three student organizations belonging to 
our movement, with a total membership of fully 4,000. 

2. Pamphlets published : Call to the Universal Day of Prayer, 
"Helps by the Way" (reprint), "The Girl Disciple," addresses 
delivered at the seventh annual conference of our movement, 
"Jesus Qirist in the Old Testament and the Man Christ in the 
New Testament" (reprint), for senior Bible circles; "Bible Study 
for Junior Circles" ; morning watch and membership cards. Our 
organ, the Christian Student, has 1,500 regular subscribers. 

3. Two student conferences were held, one at Graaff-Reinet, 
April 1-5, attended by 100 delegates from thirty Associations. 
The other, our seventh annual conference, was held at Worcester, 
July 13-17, and was attended by 103 voting delegates and 294 
other visiting members, from fifty-three Associations. 

4. As regards influencing students to become Christians, the 
past year has been more fruitful than any previous year. We 
ascribe this result to the following causes: (1) The devotional 
study of the Bible has been a most blessed means of influencing 
men to become disciples of Christ. (2) The stress laid, at the 
conferences, on the greatest aim of our Association, namely, to 
win men to Christ. (3) The efforts of our traveling secretaries. 
They devoted their time exclusively to evangelistic work, and 
their labors were richly blessed by God. (4) Prayer; prayer 
meetings preparatory to the Universal Day of Prayer and to the 
conferences, the secret prayer of earnest members, and especially 
the observance of the Day of Prayer. (5) The personal work of 
members after the conferences and other evangelistic meetings. 

5. The interest in Bible study and the number enrolled in cir- 
cles continue to increase. Practically every one of our 4,000 mem- 
bers is enrolled in circles, and the great majority regularly attend 

♦Report of 1904 reprinted. 
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the weekly meeting of the circle; enrolment in Bible circles may 
almost be said to be a sine qua non of membership. As a rule a 
circle is composed of not more than seven members. But the 
Association has not confined its efforts solely to its members; it 
has tried to enlarge its sphere of usefulness. In fifteen schools, 
where as yet no branch of our movement exists, regular Bible 
study has been carried on. Moreover, attempts to enroll young 
people other than students — ^like clerks in stores, etc., members of 
Christian Endeavor Societies, and Sunday schools — ^have been so 
successful that this year the general executive has printed 2,500 
copies of the Bible study pamphlets in excess of their number of 
members, and intends increasing their efforts to bring before pas- 
tors and others the need of the study of God's Word among the 
young people of their congregations. It is a striking fact that a 
recognition of the blessing attending the group study of the Bible 
by our members has led many pastors to institute Bible circles 
among the members — old and young — of their pastorates. It has 
also been found that some students who do not care to become 
members of the Association are not averse to being enrolled in 
Bible circles. Model Bible classes are held at various centers for 
the instruction of leaders ; in some places the leaders meet once a 
quarter for conference and prayer. 

6. The great advance in missionary interest which came as a 
direct result of the Anglo-Boer War has been maintained. Our 
Student Volunteer Movement numbers 155 members, not includ- 
ing some 105 young men in the Boer Mission Institute who are 
being trained to be missionaries. At the annual conference thirty 
students signified their desire to become student volunteers. A 
hundred students have been studying H. P. Beach's "Princely 
Men in the Heavenly Kingdom," in classes. In most of the larger 
Associations a mission library exists, and much is done to interest 
students in missions by circulating these books among the mem- 
bers. Another source of interest is the missionary meeting held 
once a quarter or once a month in every branch of our movement, 
where addresses from missionaries or student volunteers are 
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delivered. At the annual conference Rev. A. Hofmeyr of Nyasa- 
land was appointed as our student missionary; more than i300 
have come in for his support. The South African Home for 
Famine Children in Kaira, India, is almost entirely supported by 
our Association. A few branches of our movement also support 
native evangelists in Nyasaland. 

7. Our work has extended in so marked a fashion that a third 
traveling secretary has been appointed ; each one of these is sup- 
ported entirely by our members. Our income has been double that 
of the previous year, il,040 being contributed by members. A 
very encouraging fact is the way in which the Association has 
made itself felt in our country — ^many ministers and teachers have 
been led to see what a mighty power it is for winning the youth of 
this land for Christ. 

8. We request the prayers of other movements : (1) For wis- 
dom for our leaders in dealing with the most difficult language and 
race problem, which still strongly exists as a result of the late war. 
Especially difficult is the work of our traveling secretary who is 
engaged in pioneer work in the Transvaal and Orange River 
Colony, where matters educational have not yet come to rest. 
(2) For more interest in mission study and in personal work 
among our members. (3) For a wider view of the possibilities of 
usefulness for our Association in South Africa.

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2. The Movement has issued no special literature in the last 
year, but has used the literature of the World's Student Qiristian 
Federation. 

3. No general student conference of the Movement has been 
held during the year, owing to the fact that the different Asso- 
ciations in the organization are so widely scattered. Annual con- 
ferences for most of the Associations have been held locally. 

4. The reports that have come from various sections of the 
field indicate that this has been a strong year in the matter of 
influencing students to become Christians. Two causes have con- 
tributed to this fact : First, the Zeist Conference of the World's 
Student Christian Federation, through delegates sent to that gath- 
ering and through correspondence following it; and second, the 
visits of Mr. Penfield, the secretary of the Movement, who traveled 
through a large part of the field covered by this Movement. A 
contributary influence has doubtless been the interest that the stu- 
dents in this Movement have taken in one another, due to corre- 
spondence and visitation. In several places, as for example, 
Assiut, Egypt ; Beirut, Syria, and parts of Asia Minor, evangelistic 
work has been conducted almost continuously throughout the year. 

5. Almost every institution among those named in these replies 
have strong courses of Bible study in their regular curriculum. 
Many of these are conducted along modem lines, and the volun- 
teer text-books used by students of other lands are used as re- 
quired text-books for the students. Consequently voluntary Bible 
study is not necessary in several of these institutions. In a num- 
ber of other places, however, the Bible study work has progressed 
in the most encouraging manner. Doubtless the best example of 
advanced Bible study methods is to be seen at Beirut, Syria, 
where 242 students were enrolled in twenty voluntary Bible classes 
this last year. The total number of students in voluntary Bible 
classes so far reported is 1,031. 

6. There are probably few parallels to be found in any institu- 
tion to the work of the students in Assiut, Egypt, in offering them- 
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selves for foreign mission service. There is in this institution an 
army of eighty-one volimteers among the 500 men enrolled in the 
college. In the last five years 201 volunteers have graduated from 
this college, 160 of whom are now in actual service. Missionary 
study is conducted in a number of institutions and practically every 
institution receives gifts from its students to be devoted to mission 
purposes. The students equip and support missionary enterprises 
in a number of institutions, noticeably at Robert College, Constan- 
tinople, the Syrian Protestant College in Beirut, and the English 
College in Jerusalem, Palestine. 

7. This year has witnessed a remarkable upward step in in- 
terest among students. This is seen in the fact that the number 
of institutions represented in this Movement has grown from 
twenty-one last year to twenty-six this year. The increase is to 
be found among the Egyptian, Syrian, and Philippine students. 
Notable progress has also been made among the students of 
South America, both in Chili and Brazil. 

8. Probably the greatest problem in our Movement arises from 
the fact that the different organizations represented in the Move- 
ment are so widely scattered. The reason for maintaining such a 
movement as this arises out of this very problem. Each field has 
its own local problems, such as indifference on the part of the 
student body, petty persecutions through religious prejudice, 
owing to national and sectional conditions, and lack of familiarity 
with methods of Christian work. The students of all our organiza- 
tions earnestly desire the prayers of their fellow Christian workers, 
that God may manifest Himself in great power among them, and 
that the Spirit may so fill their hearts and minds that they shall 
become strong and mighty elements in the regeneration of their 
brethren and in seeking the salvation of the world.
